Dr.  Timmons  became  a  hard-work- 
ing member  of  the  faculty  at  the  college  upon  his  arrival  in  1949.  Dr.  Tim- 
mons received  his  Ph.D  in  history  from  the  University  of  Texas,  where  he 
wrote  his  dissertation  on  Jose  Maria  Morelos,  called  "the  greatest  leader  of 
the  movement  for  Mexican  independence"  from  Spain.  From  this  disserta- 
tion has  come  a  new  book  of  significance  in  Mexican  History — a  biography 
entitled  Morelos — Priest,  Soldier,  Statesman  of  Mexico.  From  his  early  re- 
search into  the  life  of  the  Mexican  leader,  Dr.  Timmons  became  convinced 
that  too  little  was  known  about  the  great  leader,  so  he  determined  to  help 
bring  him  more  forcefully  to  the  attention  of  Americans.  His  book  has  done 
so.  For  his  teaching,  for  his  friendship  to  students,  for  his  hard  work  to  ad- 
vance the  interests  of  this  college,  we  salute  him  and  to  him  we  dedicate  this 
yearbook.

These  are  the  men  who  direct  the  destinies  of  the  University  of  Texas  system.  They  are 
members  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  government  of  the  University  of  Texas  system  is  by  law  vested  in  a  Board  of  Regents 
composed  of  nine  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  Texas,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Senate,  for  staggered  terms  of  six  years  each,  the  terms  of  three  members  expiring  on  odd- 
numbered  years. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  are  held  customarily  every  two  months,  usually  in 
Austin. 

The  Board  presides  over  all  matters  relating  to  the  policies  governing  the  University  of 
Texas  and  its  component  institutions.
